HANDLING BAGGAGE 

4 System That Simplifies M a tters For 
the Railroed Men. 

Like most other mysteries, that of 
handling the thousands of pieces of 
luggage that come to a great railroad 
station has a simple solution. It seems 
to the layman that there must be con- 
fusion when incoming trains dump 
hundreds of trunks and hand bags Into 
the baggage rooms for distribution to 
all quarters of the city. System, which 
has come to play an Important part In 
all business nowadays, bas made bug 
gage handling a rather simple matter 
for the railroads. It Is the use of a key 
number that does the trick. 

Travelers have noticed that thvtr 
check numbers run Into six figures. If 
they pay attention to the figures on 
their checks at nil. It Ls the third of 
these units, counting buck from the 
final number, that Is the key to the 
whole system of distribution. The ex- 
pressman who handles the baggage for 
its home distribution hands In to the 
baggage agent his uiuss of collected 
checks, all sorted on that twists, and 
the baggage handlers bustle the stuff 
out with very little deiny. 

Suppose tie has only a few checks 
from an Incoming local train. They 
may read 3S4741. 384201, 384599, 384- 
735. 384812. 384487, 884022, 884250, 384- 
730, 884747. 384050 and 384123. in each 
case the first three figures are Identical 
—884. The first variation begins with 
the fourth, or hundreds, unit By 
means of this unit he separates his 
checks— all the 7‘s In one bunch, all the 
6’ s in another, mid so on. 

In the baggage room the trunks and 
bags are distributed ns noon as receiv- 
ed In ten apartments, each bearing a 
unit number, from 0 to 9. That num- 
ber Invariably represents the hundreds 
unit of the claimant's check. The 
trunk with a 384543 check would go to 
the same compartment as one number- 
ed 885543 or 383543 or 12543 or 987543. 
The figure 6 ls the key figure, with the 
result that there is never any confu- 
sion or trouble In locating the baggage 
desired. It would be In the coin|)art- 
meut numbered 5 

This simple plun solves the mystery 
as to the prompt location of a pleco of 
hand baggage when a passenger rolls 
up to the baggage room door in a taxi 
to get the piece of luggage be has had 
checked and hus to wait but a moment 
to obtain it It ls u very simple solu- 
tion of the trouble that a few’ years ago 
annoyed nil travelers who had to wait 
for baggage to lx* transferred from one 
terminal to another In their own con- 
veyances.— New York Sun.

Its Wetunsq m Scenery Far Bwrpssass 
That of th» Rhino. 

The Hudson river Is very remarkable 
In several respects. In the Orel place, 
for 150 miles of It* length It is nut a 
true river but a fiord. From Albany 
to the ocean Its rock bottom, with the 
exception of a few Island*, Is below 
s«i level. How far below, It la not 
acc u rately kno w n . Opposite Storm 
King mountain engineers bored a thou- 
sand feet down tnto the dirt and *and 
that fill the gorge under the water and 
did not find reck bottom. The shore 
fine at Albany la at practically the 
same c lev nth m as the shore fine at 
New York, and the tide rises at Albany 
two and eight-tenths feet The up- 
ward and downward (lowing of the 
tide, of which Hudson look advantage 
In his royngn, had long been noticed 
by the Indiana, who spoke of the river 
with wonder a* tlie stream that flowed 
both way*. 

The river t* nnnnrpnased fur Its great 
natural beauty. The distinguished 
German surgeon. Dr. Adolph Loren*. 
In 1902 declared tt more beautiful than 
the Rhine, which depends on the 
castle* on Its hanks for Its main charm. 
Primarily, the beanty of the Hudson 
ls due to the extraordinary range of 
its geological history. From tts source 
to the sea It Is an epitome of creation 
It rises In the Adirondack mountains, 
which tower to a great height The 
famous Highlands of the Hudson, be- 
tween which Hudson sailed 800 years 
ago. are of the same Archaean rocks 
and were once a group of islands. The 
Catskills are more modern and the 
Palisades still younger. The latter 
rising sheer 100 to 500 feet above the 
water's edge, were once a fiery molten 
mass and their columnar shape Is due 
to the manner In which the mass cool- 
ed off. 

These facts Indicate what a store- 
house for fnscinntlnu research the Hud 
son volley ls for the i»»*reon. young or 
old, wbo will study It with the mind 
as weH ns with the eye.— Edith Town-

HE ENFORCED THE RULE. 

But In Doing It Grant Proved Hi* Good 
Hearted Nature. 

General Grunt was a kind uud tvurrn 
hearted innn In spite of u certain 
brusqueness of manner. A story that 
Generul Logan used often to tell Is to 
the point. 

At the time General Logan was with 
Generul Grunt ut Holly Springs. Miss.. 
Generul Forrest, the Confederate cav- 
ulry leader, hud Just captured u train 
of supplies, and General Grant hud is- 
sued an order to his men to scour the 
country’ lor twenty miles round In or- 
der to get food for his troops. The 
country hud ul ready been swept pretty 
clean, and the new demands brought 
a good deal of hardship on the people 
of the neighborhood. At many of the 
homes there wore only women, old 
men, children and faithful colored serv- 
ants. These people, hungry and with- 
out money to buy provisions, were 
often forced to apply to the northern 
army In their distress. Food was al- 
wnj-B given them If they would take 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States. 

One day n rickety carriage drew’ up 
before General Giant's headquarters, 
and from It alighted an elderly woman 
and her colored driver. The woman 
was admitted to the tent, and the serv- 
ant stood Just Inside the tent flap. Only 
a few words were necessary to explain 
matters. The woman's home had been 
ravuged by troops, both blue and gray, 
and she and her servants needed food. 
The soft voiced woman spoke of her 
humiliation at having to beg for food, 
and added that sho made the request 
more for tier servants than for herself. 
"I am willing to suffer everything for 
the south." she sold, "but I can't see 
our people starve." 

An oi fleer who hod charge of such 
coses told the woman that she should 
have food If she would sign the oath 
of allegiance. “I cannot do that.” she 
said. “My husband and three sons are 
fighting under the Confederate flag l 
thank you, sir, for listening to me." 

The woman turned to leave. General 
Grant, who had been writing at a table 
In one corner of the tent, glanced up 
from his papers. Be called to the 
negro: 

“Sam, did yoo ever bear of Abraham 
Lincoln V 

“Yassuh, gen'reL" 

“Do you know that be Is trying to 
free you colored people T“ 

“Yasjsoh. Ah knows It.” 

“Are you willing to take sides with 
Abraham Lincoln— to take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States?" 

“Yaasuh. gen'rnl. Ah's willin' ter do 
dat" 

General Grant turned to the officer 
who had talked with the woman. "Ad- 
minister the oath to Sam." he said, 
“and give him the provisions. See 
that he gets plenty " 

The rickety old carriage with Its es- 
cort of soldiers [sissed through the 
Union lines u short (line afterword, 
laden to the seats with [provisions, and 
Sum. probably thinking less of his oath 
than of the supper to couie, grinned 
from ear to ear us he urged the two 
mules to u faster gait

At the present tiro®, tn Mysore the 
regular method of rapturing wild 
elephants Is for a large number of 
uatlvee to go Into the Jangle, w * 1 * 1 
mounted on tamed elephants and many 
on foot, and to make a greet noise and 
hullabaloo, which results In driving 
herds of the wild elephants Into stock- 
ades. or often Into ponds of water, 
which have previously been surround- 
ed on all sides, except at the ap- 
pronebee, by Immensely stroog pnll- 
sndes. As soon ns the herd Is corner- 
ed the pnssngea that hod been left 
open are securely cloned, and then 
the trained elephants nre brought Into 
|>lny to cajole and subdue the perplexed 
prisoners 

In India elephants are no louger 
captured, as they still are tn Africa, 
by means of huge pitfalls tn the 
ground. In these traps they are often 
seriously Injured or killed. The In- 
dian elephnnt Is somewhat smaller 
than the African and dtffere from It 
In other ways— as, for Instance, In the 
fact that tusks nre possessed only by 
tbe males, while both sexes are pro- 
vided with them In Africa. In gen- 
eral. also, the tusks of African ele- 
phants are nearly twice as large as 
those of their Indian relatives, a sin- 
gle pair sometimes weighing as much 
as 2f>0 or 300 pounds.— Spokane Spokes- 
man- Review. 

WAGNER'S “PARSIFAL" 

Its Cold Reoeption a* First Moved 
Hans Sachs to Fury. 

When Wagner's "Parsifal" was tlrst 
performed tn Balreuth, the critic Bans 
Sachs was almost the only one of all 
the writing fraternity to welcome It 
as a greet work of genius. To the 
earn of the others Its rude realism 
sounded unmusical. They wanted 
melody like that Verdi was turning out 
Id Italy, Bizet in Parts and a few 
minor composers In tbelr own Berlin. 

But Sachs was a man of broader 
mold. Be beard the great music of 
"Parsifal” with unprejudiced ears and 
recognized the genius of the man. He 
shouted It abroad In bis writings and 
became furious nt u world thnt would 
not, perhaps could not, find pleasure 
la the dramatic voices of the orchestra, 
its vivid emotionalism and marvelous 
uppeal to the aestbetlcnl nature thnt Is 
In every’ mun and woman, ne knew 
that the Germans were merely refusing 
to listen, save for melody, and finally 
he told them that even In the melodic 
field Wagner was the greatest of them 
all. 

Sachs has written eioqueofly of Wag- 
ner's melody, beside which the melody 
of the Italians Is i<u!)ld, anaemic. In- 
significant. Only now and then, he 
said, were the Italian melodists other 
than artificial Wagner's melody was 
the spontaneous sung of a musical 
heart The "Good Friday fc*pe!T* was the 
most exquisite soug of praise ever 
written by any man. no less a song 
because it was wordless, sung only 
by the violin and woodwinds.— Detroit 
Free Press.

EMPEROR PENGUINS. Of All Kinds 


Mary Cereraontou* They Are With 
Th*ir Bow* and Speech**. 

In Sir Ernest Shackletuu’s "The 
Heart of tho Antarctic'' there Is a 
chapter hy James Murray, the biolo- 
gist of tho expedition, on those queer 
creatures, the penguins. The follow- 
ing Is an extract: 

“Their resemblance to human beings 
Is always noticed. This is [tartly duo 
to their habit of walking erect, bat 
there are truly a great many human 
traits about them. They are tho civ- 
ilized natives of these regions. 

“Emperor penguins ore very cere- 
monious in meeting other Emperors or 
men or dogs. They come up to u par- 
ty of strangers In a straggling pro 
cession, some big, Important alder- 
manic follow leading. At u res[wctfnl 
distance from the man or dog they 
halt the old male waddles up und 
hows gravely till his tieak almost 
touches his breast Keeping tils head 
bowed, he makes a long speech In a 
muttering manner, short sounds fol 
lowing In grou[»s of four or five. Buy- 
ing finished tile s[ieech. the head Is 
still kept bowed a few seconds fur po- 
liteness* sake, ttien it Is raised, uud he 
looks in your face to see If you have 
understood. If you have not compre- 
hended. us Is usually the case, ho tries 
ugulu. ne Is very patient with your 
stupidity. 

"Their must solemn ceremonies were 
used toward the dugs, uud three old 
fellows have been seen calmly bowing 
and speaking simultaneously to u dug. 
which, for Its purt was yelping and 
straining ut Its chuln In tho effort to 
get at them." 

The Provencal Tongue. 

Mistral, the great Provencal poet, 
has been likened to Robert Bums for 
the work ho did. But Bums* tusk was 
child's play compared with Mistral's. 
The Scottish poet found his language 
fully grown und completely alive; Mis- 
tral had to create his means of ex- 
pression. I'roveucul bod lost every’ 
resemblance to a literary tongue, and 
the new poet-patriot had to mold It 
afresh, to recreate and to build up on 
tho ruins left by the vineyard and tho 
farm. “Our Provencal," said Mistral, 
•*wus u country lass, ragged and wild." 
She Is now a wonderfully beautiful 
creature, but it to doubtful whethur ull 
tho genius of Mistral cun keep her 
ullve. The educational reformer in 
France does not like such Irregular 
beauty.— Chicago News.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 

I *1<m It .pant* to la Placed Under tha 
' Tfaaaury Dapirtnwnt 

The United States twentie cuTTre 
la a military arm of ttie govern- 
ment nttnrfial to And antler the direc- 
tion of the treomiry department. The 
Rprvtoc wtu* organized in 17P0 Bird con- 
stituted the original naval force of the 
country There wwa at that time no 
navy department, nod the service vu 
placed under the treasury department, 
where It has remained ever since. 

It la charged with the enforcement of 
the navigation and customs laws of the 
United States, the assistance of vessels 
In distress, the protection of the seat- 
ing Industry tn Alaska, the enforce* 
tnent of the quarantine laws, the de- 
struction of derelicts and other floating 
dangers to navigation and numerous 
other duties appropriate to Its class of 
vessels. Each winter, by direction of 
the president a number of the cutters 
patrol tbe coast for the special purpose 
of assisting wssels In distress. 

Tt»o service co-operates with the navy 
when directed by the president and 
has so co-operated lu every war In 
which the United States has been en- 
gaged. It Is sometimes called the reve- 
nue marine service, but revenue cutter 
service Is the proper name. There are 
forty-three cutters tn the service, and 
they carry from one to five or six guns 
each.— Philadelphia Press.

On Its last voyage It cleared from 
Boston for Fort au Prince, Haiti os- 
tensibly with a cargo of vnluable gen 
erul merchandise. Insured for $30,000. 
When within a few miles of Us dead 1 
nation It went ashore near Mlmgoane 
and became a total wreck. The cap 
tain. Parker, promptly sold the cargo, 
sight unseen, to American Consul j 
Mitchell for $50u Mitchell saved It , 
at some trouble, but lived to wish he ' 
hadn’t 

When the underwriters’ ageut arrived ' 
on the scene to Investigate, he found 
several funny things about the cargo 
One case Bhlpped as cutlery and In- i 
sured for $1,000 contained dog collars , 
worth $50. Barrels supposed to contain ( 
expensive liquors were full of worth 
less dregs, a consignment of salt fish 
insured for $5,000 was rotten, and 
other articles mentioned In the bill of 
lading proved to be tu keeping. 

Consul Mitchell, not only duped, but 
outlawed, stood not on the order of his 
going, but cleared out for tall timber. 
The captain of the brig was tried In the 
United States district court In Boston, 
convicted and sentenced to a Iona term 
In prison, where he died three months 
later. — David A. Wasson In Outing 
Magazine.

Do not use wooden dringing fountains 
for poultry. Wood Is a germ breeder. 

Successful pruning cannot be learned 
at once from reading instructions. Ex- 
perience gained from practice and obser- 
vation is ticcccssary to ,1o the best work. 

The early crop of cabbage should be all 
harvested during this month, anil the land 
sown to rye, vetch, or other legume, to lie 
turned under, next spring, as green man- 


Late this month, cut the tops from the < 
asparagus and burn them. Cut close to • 
the ground, so as not to leave any stumps 
ou which to injure the cutter when liar- 
vesting the shoots next spring. 

A good dairy bull should be kept until 1 
he is twelve or fifteen years old; in fact, 
as long as he is a sure sire. Real good 
sires are so rare that when we do tlndone 
he should die only of olo age. 

There is less waste iu feeding silage 
than in feeding fodder. Good silage pro- 
perly fed is all consumed. Silage is very 
palatable aud, like other succulent feeds, ■ 
has a beneficial tiled upon the digestive 
organs. More stock can be kept on a 
given area of land when silage is the basis 
of the ration. 

Tlie productive life of the average lien 
is only two years. Some liens are good 
layers at three and four years, but these 
are exceptions to the rule As a general 
thing it will not pay to keep a hen after 
she is three years old. 

Right now in the middle of tile summer 
is the time to force maturity of pullets 
for early fall and winter laying. They 
must be fed, watered and handled to make 
large and rapid growth of bone and flesh 
with the least amount possible of fat 
Straight growth is what is w anted 

To milk a cow requires time and pa- 
tienc. The milk should be draw n slowly 
and Bteadily. Some cows have very ten* 
der teats, and if you want a well disposed 
cow, be gentle in your treatment towards 
her. A good cow is naturally impatient. 
With constant irritation, any cow will 
fail in quantity of milk. 

Beautlfyiug the farm home seldom re- 
quires more than a small outlay of money 
and not so very much of time. The or- 
dinary farm bouse, painted and in good 
repair, standing in the midst of a green 
lawn, with shrubbery and large shade 
trees interspersed here aud there, makes 
a picturesque scene. The barns and out- 
buildings, though of ordinary construc- 
tion, may have a neat appearance; and a 
little paint, simply applied by the farmer 
himself. 

April and May pullets can be made to 
mature aud begin laying iu September or 
October if they are fed well during the 
summer mouths Thai meaus Dial they 
are not compelled to forage all their living 
but be band-fed twice daily all through 
ttieir growing period. Some have the no- 
tion that young chickens can always for- 
age all the good feed they cau consume 
during the summer.

I methods* The poultry I nisi ness bears a 
' strong resemblance to the business of 
manufacturing goods, and to he put upon 
,a paying basis, attention must heglveu to 
certain well-know n princigles— quality of 
1 goods, cost of production and 'he obtain- 
ing of a market.

The point is 
that iu stirring soil for profit there must 
he something in the soil to make It, worth 
while to stir It pays well to mix the 
soil much if there is something in the soil 
to lie mixed The commonest kind of 
land can lie built up and lie made wonder 
fully productive if It Is heavily manured, 
treated with needed commercial fertilizer 
ami then all eternally mixed together

good a bottlcful would be better. 

The constant hospitality practiced by 
Indians, and the custom of sharing the 
lost crumb. Is a phase of the food 
question difficult to he appreciated by 
whites. As long ns an Indian has any 
subsistence. Ills neighbors and friend* 
come n-vlsltlng, to remain as long a* 
the food bolds out To bo Inhospitable 
or "stingy like the white man" Is an 
opprobrium which only tbo hardiest In- 
dian can socially survlva This Indian 
virtue bars the way to an equalization 
of any distribution of food, and Is the 
cause of many of those cases of “In- 
dians starving."— Southern Workman.

Heroism That Led to Napoleon's Title 

of 'The Little Corporal.” 

It Is relnted thut Napoleon wua once 
badly defeated nt Coblentz by the Ooo- 
sneks. After the battle be was sur- 
rounded by enemies and would have 
lost hi* life bnd he not been saved by 
the presence of mind of one of his sol- 
diers. Corporal SpohiL 
Realizing that Napoleon's only chance 
for life wns In getting off the battle 
field unrecognized, the corporal begged 
the emperor to change bats and borees 
with him. The change wus made ere 
the smoke of bottle had cleared away, 
and Napoleon, with bis corporal's bat 
and mounted on a poor steed, rode 
away unnoticed, the Cossacks crowd- 
ing around tho corporal. Taking him 
prisoner, they led him in triumph to 
the Russian general. There tlie mis- 
take was soon discovered, and the cor- 
poral's brave act cost him his life. 

According to the Coblentz legend, 
Napoleon, In remembrance of Spotlit's 
self sacrifice, always after this pre- 
ferred a corporal’s uniform to any oth- 
er and wore tt so often that his men 
came to speak of him familiarly ns "Le 
Petit CaporaL"— From "The Rhine."

DALTON’ S EXPE RIMENT. 

Stowing What ■ Geniw* Can Do With 
Crude Apparatus. 

The groat Bagtlsh chemist Dalton 
was o schoolteacher. He worked with- 
out a laboratory nnd with crude ap- 
paratus, mostly made by himself from 
staple materials. Uero Is on example 
described In his own words: 

“Took on ale glass of a conical Og- 
un% two and a lialf Inches In diameter 
and three Inches deep; filled It with 
water that had been standing In the 
room and consequently of the tempera- 
taro of the air nearly; put the bulb of 
tho thermometer to the bottom of the 
glass, the scale being out of the water. 
Then, haring marked the temperature. 

I put the red hot tip of the poker half 
an Inch deep In the water, bolding It 
there steadily for half a minute, and 
as soon as It was withdrawn I dipped 
the bulb of a sensible thermometer 
Info tho water, when It rose In a few 
seconds to 1SH degrees.’’ 

tie then determined the temperature

Than Solve Thl* Problam «r»d Win a 
Frit* of 125,000. 

Thu largest single prize offered for i 
• sdentlfie discovery is still going 
begging. The prt*e has been open to 
competition for many year*. At first 
right the problem for a solution of 
which the price Is offered looks no 
more difficult than those with which 
high school students a re fa m filar, but 
many of the greatest mathematicians 
in the world have tried to solve the 
problem and given It up tn deepabL 

It Is known as Format** problem. 
Nearly 800 years ago Fermat, one 
of the greatest mathematicians who 
ever lived, stated that the equation 
x»+y * — t* could not be satisfied by 
whole numbers when s Is an odd prime 
number different from unity. The prob- 
lem may be stated In another way— viz. 
that x*4-ys=*s cannot be satisfied 
when • Is any Integer greater than 2. 
The one follows as a logical conclusion 
from the other. 

The Academy of Bctencee of Goettin- 
gen, Oermany, offers a prize of IOOjOOO 
marks (about f'JWXVh for proof of this 
assertion This Is the prize that is 
going begging. 

Dr. Joseph Bowden, professor o! 
mathematics, Adelphl college, Brook- 
lyn, asked by the Scientific American 
to state the precise conditions for win- 
ning the prize, writes that the Acad- 
emy of Sciences will not consider any 
manuscripts sent la but only proposed 
solutions printed and offered tor sale 
as monographs, tn books on mathe- 
matics or tn mathematical periodicals. 
The award will not be made until two 
years after the publication of the mem- 
oir tn order that mathemaddana may 
have ample opportunity to test and 
criticise the solutloa 

The object of these restrictions Is to 
save the academy from being flooded 
with undigested man user! pe. It will 
only consider notations that have stood 
the test of some competent editor or 
publisher tn the first place. 

FRANCE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 

Its Inftuanoa In tha Malting Pot at the 
Latin Raoaa. 

South America 1 b the melting pot of 
the Latin races, and the FTem-lt Influ- 
ence now seems to predominate over 
that of Spain. Italy Is well represent- 
ed, especially In strong Argentina. 
Brazil seems to be the most polyglot of 
them all, for here the native Portu- 
guese la mingled not only with the 
Spanish and French and English, but u 
great deal of German. In the south of 
Brazil 00 j>er cent of the people sneak 
German, and Portuguese Is not always 
enforced ns the language even of the 
publto schools. 

The large German colonies here do 
not affiliate with these people as they 
do with the Anglo-Saxon brothers of 
the north. They live to themselves, 
they retain their own language and 
customs. In Chile, where there are 
many English, too, the Germans direct 
the education of the country. Buenos 
Aires Is close to this Germanic group 
In southern Brazil and feels Its Influ- 
ence. though Argentina seems the most 
unified and progressive of the repub- 
lics in point of literary expression and 
culture 

French Influence also Is felt tn Bra- 
zil. Rio de Janeiro itself was founded 
as a refuge for French Huguenots, 
though they were afterward driven 
back. In Parts today one bears that a 
youth Is to emigrate to America, but 
probably It la to Rio that he Is going. 
There are many French Immigrants, 
and French Is required tn moat of the 
schools and Is next to the native tongue 
In importance In northern Brazil. For- 
merly In Brazil Spanish or German al- 
ways came next to French, but It Is 
said that some of the states now re- 
quire English as the third language 
and that Brazilians are proud of their 
English.— Christian Science Monitor.

OBJECTS ON THE MOON. 

The Sir* They Muet Be to Show In 
Our Different Telesoopes. 

The Abbe Moreux. director of tiio 
astronomical observatory of Bourges. 
France, answers In Cosmos the ques- 
tion, “What Is the smallest object visi- 
ble on the moon 7" 

First, It Is necessary to know whnt 
Is the smallest angular magnitude that 
the naked eye can perceive. Exi>erl- 
merit. Bays tho abbe. proves this to be 
thirty seconds. In other words, an 
object that subtends an arc of thirty 
seconds Is first visible to the naked 
eye. Therefore aD object having an 
angular diameter of one second can lie 
seen xvhen It Is rnngulfied thirty times. 
An arc of one second represents about 
0,000 square feet ut tire center of the 
lunar disc. Hence, a telescope thnt 
magnifies thirty times will make vis- 
ible a spot 0.000 feet In diameter on 
the surface of the moon. 

A more powerful telescope will reveal 
smaller objects. One with four Inches 
aperture and a power of 300 will show 
objects of 000 feet diameter. One 
with a power of 2.000 diameters will 
reveal details measuring about ninety 
feet 

This, however, ts theory. It takes a 
trained and practiced eye to see fine 
details through n telescope. The agita- 
tion of the earth’s atmosphere by 
winds and currents Interferes terribly 
with the use of very high powers In 
telescopes. An enlargement of 400 di- 
ameter* almost exceeds the practical 
limit It can be used only on jierfectly 
clear, still nights when the moon Is 
high above the bor|zon. This will re- 
veal objects 450 feet In diameter, but 
will not show any form or detail. 

Laval* of Atlantic and Pacific. 

At certain stages of the tide the lev- 
els of the Atluntlc und Pacific oceans 
at the Isthmus of Panama differ mate 
rially. At Colon the difference between 
high and low water Is not much more 
than twenty-three inches, while at 
Panama It Is generally thirteen feet 
and at dmes as much us nineteen feet. 
The curreut thnt would be produced by 
this condition of tilings In a sea level 
canal would seriously Interfere with 
navigation, but under the present ar- 
rangement of a locked canal the diffi- 
culty Is obviated The Suez canal pre- 
sented no such difficulty, the difference 
in tide level at Port Raid and Suez be- 
ing of a trifling nature.— Now York 
American.

Jackson Square. 

There are public squares innumerable 
In Weymouth, all with a history more or 
less interesting and varied, hut none 
more so than Jackson Square In East 
Weymouth, which derived its name not 
front a prominent citizen, but from Gen. 
jackson, the hero of early Indian wars 
and more particularly his achievement in 
the famous battle at New Orleans In the 
so-called war of 1812. 

Jackson was the seventh president of 
the United States and had a strong ad- 
herent In Lovell Bicknell for many years 
the leading Democrat of Weymouth and 
to him we are indebted for the name of 
the square which now adorns the plot of 
ground in front of the old Lovell Bick- 
nell homestead. 

For many years the square was with- 
out ornamentation but fri 1857 or 58, Lov- 
ell Bickucll and the senior Samuel Healy 
planted the tree which stands In the cen- 
ter of the square 

Since that time there have been spas- 
motic periods of improvement and again 
Ijeriods of neglect and decay. 

Thirty-four years ago there was a 
marked uplift, nearly two hundred dol- 
lars were raised, the square beautified 
aud adorned with a maguUlcent urn, again 
for the Old Home week of two years ago, 
like magic It and its environments were 
the admiration of the entire towu and 
visiting public. 

Aud uow once more It comes to the 
front as a beauty spot with its renovated 
band stand, ornamented green, curb stone 
aud concrete protection. 

Not the least of the improvements 
made are several setters donated by the 
following citizens : — Henry E. Hanley 2, 
Robert S. Hoflraan, W. A. Wheaton, S. 
B Totruan, E. Loud, J. McCarthy, Wey- 
mouth Light & Power Co. and Frank U.. 
Holmes oue each. Two of which settees 
have been marked “for women only" but 
there are some men who either can not 
read or are lost to the sense of gallantry 
aud with them It is “tlrst come tlrst 
served." 

There is another still greater and un- 
doubtedly a lasting improvement yet to 
come, which for all time will stand as a 
monument to the Weymouth Board of 
Trade aud King’s Daughters of Wey- 
mouth, as the drlukiug fountain for both

The Boston post ofllce ranked third in 
the United States in point of postal sav- 
ings deposits at the end of the tiscal year 
June 30, and Is one of the four offices that 
has passed the million dollar mark New 
York leads with 84,400,000 on deposit, 
then comes Chicago with 82,800,000, 
Brooklyn, 81,500,000 and Boston 81,100- 
000. Boston showed a gain of deposits 
during the year of 31 percent and there 
was an increase of 12 per cent in the 
number of depositors, which on June 30 
aggregated 12,441. The average account 
of the Boston postal savings depositor Is 
growing rapidly. In 1912 it was 862, in 
1913 878, in 1914 891. 

The postal savings service is open at 
the main office each week day from 8 a. m. 
to 6 30 p.m. at all of the stations and 
branch offices from 8 a. m. to 8 p. m

One of the most Interesting at bells 
t* the one at Lloyd**, the great Lon- 
don marine Insurance exchange. Its 
ringing has more significance than the 
sound of most bells, tor It Is rung 
only when a vessel Is reported lost or 
when a ship long overdue and consid- 
ered lost unexpectedly reaches port 

The bell now used at Lloyd's belong- 
ed to the Lutlne, which was wrecked 
near the Zayder Zee In October, 1799. 
while taking specie from English mer- 
chants to Hamburg. 

There Is a room at Lloyd's known as 
the chamber of horrors, and here are 
posted the telegrams that report casu- 
alties at sea. Unimportant accidents 
uxe not entered in tho loss book, but 
the most serious are not only entered 
there, but ure cried aloud hy au of- 
ficial who stands In gorgeous uniform 
beneath the sounding board. 

When after a week’s disappearance 
tt is feared that a vessel bus gone 
down the owners inuke un Hirplk-ation 
to the committee at Lloyd's to have 
the ship posted. That is done by post- 
ing up a notice In the chamber of hor- 
rors which says that the authorities 
would be glad of Information concern- 
ing the bout 

A week eiupees, und then a second 
notice is put up. saying that the boat 
has not Blnce been heard of. When 
you read that a ship has been "post- 
ed* as missing you may know that 
declaration 1s upon the notice board ut 
Lloyd's. On that day the Insurance 
money Is payable, and all who were 
upon her are legally considered deed. 
When a ship is posted the old Lutlne 
bell is tolled once. In the very unusu- 
al event of a vessel arriving In port 
after being i>oeted the hell Is struck 
twice, and the caller makes his an- 
nouncement from the rostrum amid 
a breathless silence^— Youth's Com- 
panion.

Any time In the year Is the right time 
to begin planning for an asparagus plot. 

Save every hit of the hen manure. 
Keep it dry ami put It on some crop next 
spring Worth its weight In gold 

Many farmers who have been growing 
fruit for years do not know that the ap- 
ple and most other fruit trees form fruit 
buds In the late summer months. 

Apple* keep best when allowed to hBiig 
od the trees until they reach maturity, 
but that does not mean soft and ripe It 
Is a common fallacy that green, immature 
fruit will keep the best. 

Good cultivation during the summer 
will cause fruit trees, bushes ami vines 
to grow new wood and form new buds 
for next season’s fruit crop. Cultivation 
should cease at the end of the summer so 
the wood will have time to develop and 
harden before freezing weather. 

The hum of the busy little honeybee 
should be heard on every farm. A moder- 
ate amount of care given to these indus- 
trious workers will help out considerably 
in these days of the high cost of living 
by providing a supply of the most deli- 
cious and healthful of all sweets for the 
table. 

The silo, the first appliance to adapt It- 
self to concrete, lias grown enormously In 
size. ( >ne of the biggest of them is 62 
feet high and has walls that are H inches 
thick. It will hold enough ensilage to 
fatten live carload* of beef cattle. It 
only took a month to huild it and its total 
cost was but i*6O0. 

If winter oats can be grown with gen- 
eral success in central latitudes, they 
should prove a very valuable crop. 
Spring sown oats are valuable when they 
can be sown early enough and the spring 
seasou is moist ami favorable for rapid 
growth and full maturity. 

l'umpkins are merely a water crop — a 
sort of pleasant salad for the stock which 
is laxative at the time that the autumn 
grass is dried up. On the whole, it Is 
doubtful if their cultivation pays, fr 
they could be stored as a winter crop

A Human nose in a horse, like the cor- 
responding acqulline contour in a man, 
generally indicates strong individuality, 
often accompanied with great intelligence.

To learn to handle horses well, yon 
must know harnesses and their working 
parts well.

Cloverflelds badly iu Tested so that the 
soil Is well stocked with doder seeds 
ought to be plowed up and planted with 
some crop like wheat, potatoes or corn, 
on which the dodder cannot thrive. 

If you are thinking of putting in an 
orchard and don’t know how to do, It litre 
a good man to do it for you. A good or- 
chard Is both profitable and pleasurable, 
but a lot of scrub fruit trees are worse 
than useless. 

If you are not situated so that you can 
let your hugs out draw a load of earth and 
throw It luto the pens now and then. The 
hogs will work It over and take a lot of 
comfort doing it. Makes them grow 
faster too. 

Horses that are working hard will not 
do as well when turned out to pasture at 
night as wheu kept in and fed regularly 
on dry feed. They are not as apt to rest 
a» well In the pasture as In a good barn, 
and the green feed they get at night may 
result In digestive disturbances. 

The llaraburgs and Spanish are not so 
popular now as they were severs' years 
ago. Probably because they are very 
! small and lay small eggs The. Lcgborus 
are small, also, but as a rule their eggs 
are of average size. They possess a num- 
ber of other good qualities not found In 
other fowls ot their class 

If you have no alfalfa on your farm, 
sow some within the next two months; 
if you now have a small area, Increase the 
acreage.

If they are forced to subsist on coarse 
feeds and grain too yonng they will be 
stunted, as their digestive system is not 
developed cnongh to handle such food 
exclusively at an early age.

EARLY VISITING CARDS. 

Thoee Ueed In Italy War* Elaborate 
Works of Art. 

Bom« authorities bold that the origin 
of the visiting curd lay tn the circum- 
stance thflt when Pericles first laid 
■lege to the heart of Aspasla be sent 
her a bouquet to which, fearful lest 
she might not guess from whom the 
compliment proceeded, be caused to be 
attached a strip of wood wherein bis 
name was cut 

According to BertaretU, who, among 
others, has been at much patns to com- 
pile the history of the card, tt Is diffi- 
cult to suy whether tt was first ut#d In 
Greece or In China. However that m^y 
be. It seems to be on ascertained fact 
that the visiting card did not really 
obtain to nu.v extent tn Du rope until 
the time of Louis XIV. It crossed the 
Pyrenees with Philip of Anjou when 
he was Installed In the palace at Mad- 
rid, and Louis himself was the cause 
of Its being Introduced Into the Nether- 
lands. 

Then It was adopted tn Italy, when 
It was subjected to much elaboration. 
First, the curds showed u modest bor- 
der of Dowers or leaves; then appeared 
landscapes, bits of architecture, alle- 
gories, etc. Finally came scenes of 
rural life, alternating with views of 
monuments and towns.

On the passenger list of the Ocean 
Qmvti as who sulk'd from Melbourne 
for London on the ldth of August.

No olio seemed to know Jimmy, as 
he asked its to call him, Iteyond know 
lng that lie lived up the country on a 
big horse farm and was worth half a 
million dollars. 

When we cume to shako ourselves 
down aboard 1 noticed tout there was 
a tot of rather tough looking men 
nmoug the steerage passengers. It 
was explained that they were going to 
tbe Cape to work on u now railroad 
As neur us I could size them up they 
were all colonials and men more used 
to bonus tbun picks and shovels, l 
think toe sleek Jimmy must have 
caught me watching tho steerage pas- 
sengers, for be took occasion one day 
to observe: 

"There seems to be a fine lot of men 
going out to toe Cape with u&” 

"As far a* bone and muscle go," I 
replied. 

Then be extended bis cigar com, pro- 
posed a game of e ocher and the sub- 
ject wair dropped. I don't claim that 
I was suspicious at Jimmy or that I 
was disturbed by tbe gong to tbe steer- 
age.

It w*a somewhere fwtween liffiD and 
UBS that A del be rt Swift graduated 
from a northern university and. bsv- 
log benrd h grant deni about planta- 
tion life tu tbe sooth, cundnded to go 
there with a view tv becoming a plant- 
er. He bad Inherited some means wttb 
which ho might buy and stock a plan- 
tation; but realtelng bis Ignorance of 
the ait of tilling the soil, be felt that 
ft was prudent for him to gain some 
knowledge on the subject before mak- 
ing an Investment. 

In order to do this he conceived the 
Idea of obtaining a position as tutor 
In the family of some planter. The 
boors be would be required to teach 
would not be man? each da?, and be 
would here time to famlllartre himself 
wttb the workings of a plantation. Be 
wm not long tn finding a position In 
the family of a Colonel Boothgate in 
South Carolina. The Boothgate planta- 
tion was e very large one, Including 
some 800 n e g r oes . Bwtft found be had 
not made a mistake tn assuming that 
there wee a great deal to learn tn ran* 
ning e plantation. One of them was In 
ttseif a com muni ty conflati n g of two 
main branches, the planting branch 
end the buslneas branch. 

Bwtft, being young and oot yet ener- 
vated by the ettmeta occupied a por- 
tion of the da? riding about on the 
plantation observing the methods used 
end asking questions. He volunteered 
beside to handle the cotoneTs accounts, 
to which be denoted himself during 
the eventngs. 

The sooth has always been -noted (or 
the boepttaltty of ttx people, and Bwtft 
was made at borne tn the families of 
the planters tn the vtctnlt? of Colonel 
BoothgateTs manor boose.

Indeed, be was 
nn honorable man. but It was Impos- 
sible for him to contemplate with 
equanimity hts daughter's marriage. 

I since her husband must learn that bis 
j wife's futher bad no right In law to 
1 the plantation or its management It 
Is very easy for one to find reasons for 
i preventing what Is not to his Interest 
; and oftentimes to believe his reasouH 
( to be sound. 

Martlndaie said nothing to his (laugh 
ter Httout the prospect before him. 
hot showed he could uot Itelp showing 
-bis uutaguulsm to Swift. Wben they 
met. except at the Martlndaie home, 
tie bowed to the young man coldly In 
Uls home he would have scorned to 
treat any guest except, with an ap 
jiearance at least, of cordiality. Ks 
telle saw what was In tier father's 
tulud. though gwlft did nut. 

What began between Bwtft and Mtsa 
Martlndaie with friendship developed 
tutu love.

ROYAL DOUBLES. 

Undaretudie* Who Played the Rote of 

Monarch In Public. 

In a land of distrust like Russia tt Is 
only natural Lhul the precautions tak- 
en should be of the most drastic order; 
hence the use of a royal understudy 
who has always been a conspicuous 
figure at that court. Indeed, it was 
the understudy of the late Czar Alex- 
ander IIL— a man named Komaroff— 
who was murdered In Moscow some 
years ago, when the murderer thought 
he had covered himself with glory’ by 
assassinating the czar. 

Nicholas, like his father before him, 
has an understudy, and the many state 
functions he attended at the opening 
of his reign, when the relations with 
his people were less strained than tiiey 
are today, were attended for the most 
part hy proxy. 

No monarch, however, made such 
frequent use of his understudy as the 
late Emperor William of Germany. 
Every day as the clock struck 12 tbo 
emperor come out und bowed ou the 
palace balcony. It was not until some 
time after the emperor's demise that 
the secret was made known that the 
man who appeared dally on the bal- 
cony was the royal understudy. And 
the person who gave the secret away 
was the great Bismarck. — London 
Black and White. 

Trinidad’s Asphalt Lake. 

The proverb about the folly of build- 
tog oa sand might be written to In- 
clude the vicinity of the Trinidad as- 
phalt lake.

0m Killed in Accident at North Wey- 
mouth Lest Saturday Night. 

An eight year old girl was killed and 
six other persons, including a year old 
baby, were rescued, when a big touring 
car in which they were riding crashed 
through the rail of the Hlngham bridge 
in North Weymouth last Saturday night, 
and then plunged 25 feet into the waters 
of Weymouth Back river. 

In the automobile was Harry 8. Snyder 
of Nazlng street Dorchester, with his 
wife, three children ami two friends. 
Leona Snyder, aged 8, the eldest child, 
was pinioned under the machine and it 
was stated on the recovery of her body 
on Monday that the child was killed w lien 
Hie automobile turned over, the first sup- 
position being that the girl was drowned. 

It is said that the accident was caused 
by derangement of the steering gear and 
blow out of one of the tires at the same 
time, As the big car shot forward to- 
ward tlie rail uncontrolled, the occupants 
of the machine were thrown in every di- 
rection. Half a dozen men in row boats 
and motor launches, as well as many cot- 
tagers in the section, witnessed the acci- 
dent and hastened to the rescue of the 
unfortunates.

In Yellow.tone Park. 

In the Yellowstone National park 
twelve gucueuslre forests, one on top 
of another, have Ix-eu buried by out- 
flows of lava and petrified, according 
to a government pamphlet entitled. 
“Fossil Forests of the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park,” by F. El. Kuowlton. 

The area within which the fossil for- 
ests are now found wus apparently In 
the beginning an Irregular but rela- 
tively fiut basin, on the floor of which, 
after a time, there grew the first for- 
eat Then there came from some of 
the volcanoes, probably those to the 
north, an outpouring or ashes, mud 
flows and other material which entire- 
ly bailed the forest but so gradually 
that the trees were simply submerged 
by the Incoming material, few of them 
being prostrated. On the raised floor 
of the basin, after a time, the next for- 
est came Into existence, only to be In 
turn engulfed as the first bad been, 
and so on through the period repre- 
sented by the 2JJ00 feet or more of 
similar beds. 

The whole history of the manner In 
which these forests were fossilized Is 
not fully understood, bat It was un- 
doubtedly dependent on or at least 
greatly facilitated by the presence of 
volcanic and hydrothermal activity, 
which was doubtless then, as it is to 
some extent now. a marked feature of 
the park region. The fossil forests 
are surrounded by a matrix that Is 
known as an acidic lava, which con- 
tains abundant silica In solution. The 
first part of the process of slltclflcatlon 
may well have been that silica would 
bp deposited In all the cells and ves- 
sels of the wood, making an accnrute 
cast of all open spaces Then, while 
the slow process of decay went on, as 
each particle of organic matter was 
removed its place was taken by the 
silica, until finally all the wood sub- 
stance bad disappeared and Its place, 
atom by atom, had been taken by 
silica.

There Is a chicken law In Indiana, ac- 
cording to State Attorney Jeffries, which 
claims that when chickens wander away 
from their owner's premises and take to 
tearing up the neighbor's garden they be- 
come wild birds, and the aforesaid neigh- 
bor may shoot them. 

Colts and steers, if carefully handled 
dally, will need no breaking of heads or 
limbs in order to make them work for 
you. Accustom them to the harness and 
yoke for weeks before you want their 
services, and when they understand what 
you want, they will do all they can cheer- 
fully. 

Nothing can be gained any longer by 
quitting the farm. It stands for every- 
thing that is attractive, wholesome and 
profitable ; but at the same time it stands 
for the new and the stimulating. Coun- 
tiy life cannot be made dull, unless it wil- 
fully severs Itself from advantages that 
are freely offered. 

Good dairy practice demands that the 
milk flow be maintained at a high level all 
the time from parturition to drying off. 
It becomes necessary therefore to supply 
some feed to take the place of the grass. 
The easiest way to do lids is by means of 
silage. Silage is cheaper and decidedly 
more convenient to usejthan soiling crops. 

All good farmers and horsemen know 
that the law of inheritance is as true and 
strongly established with horses as with 
humans and other animals. The foal 
must Inherit all of its qualities from its 
dam and sire and from their ancestors- 
This true of shape, size, general build, 
action and mental qualities, under the last 
of which disposition is included. 

Many horses are made or spoiled while 
followiug their dams as foals. The foal 
Is not apt to be spoiled if the owner or a 
single good man works its mother regu- 
larly, but if the mare during the period 
her foal is followiug her Is worked by 
several dlffereut men, the foal is very apt 
to be In bad human company at least a 
part of the time. Bad company is as bad 
for colts as It Is for boys and girls. 

The importance of succulent foods has 
previously been mentioned. Root crops 
form one of the Ideal succulent foods. 
Root crops are especially valuable to the 
poultrymau because they give a relatively 
big yield from a small area they admit of 
easy storing during the winter, they are 
easy to seed and are relished by the bird. 

Usually uothiug is done to corn after 
the last regular cultivation, or after It is 
"laid by,” as many term it. In some 
cases no cultivation |s necessary after the 
regular last cultivation, but iu other 
cases the crop cau be helped out wonder- 
fully by going betweeu rows with a one- 
horse implement of some kind, especially 
during a dry summer. Dragging betweeu 
rows with an old mowing machine wheel 
or any implement that w ill break the crust 
and form a dust mulch to hold soil mois- 
ture is good for the corn plants up to and 
after the roastlng-ear stage. 

Botli old and young horses have good 
memories, remembering good treatment 
uud responding accordingly, and likew ise 
remembering and resenting bad treat- 
ment. Not all horses, however, are of a 
combative nature, aud will uot become 
vicious even with long-continued abuse, 
but their disposition will be spoiled iu 
some way. Some horses will kick at the 
offender aud try to escape. The mature 
horse ihai never was mistreated as a colt 
w ill not be suspicious of your actions 
while feeding, grooming, harnessing or J 
working him If he has nevei been mis - 1 
treated, be naturally assumea that be ' 
never w ill be, or that all your movements 
in bis preseuce are uot harmful, but 
friendly

the bottom of the blossom, deposit this 
pollen on the female organ called the 
atlgma. The blossom# are so arranged 
that to get at the honey the bee most 
flret brush, with tta pollen cove r ed 
body against the stigma, thus complet- 
ing the pollination. As soon as It has 
performed this duty It may draw a 
check fur the work In the form of the 
blossom. While drawing this pay the 
bee to Involuntarily covered with pol- 
len again and made ready to proceed 
to the next blossom and repeat the 
process.— Francis Jaeger.

This glass Is of texture and transpar- 
ency so far above the products of 
American glass plants that the optical 
companies use It exclusively for their 
high grade work. Each blank Is about 
two Inches square and nearly one- 
eighth Inch In thickness.

This Is the work of 
the optical manufacturer, and tt to for 
him to grind the glass and form It 
until tt magnifies or refracts the ob- 
ject before 1L— Columbus Dispatch.

The World’s Largesf City Is Ever 
on the Verge of Famine. 

COULD BE EASILY STARVED. 


If Supplies Prom Abroad Were Cut Off 
Por a Fe» Weeks Death Would 
Ravage the Great and Wealthy M<v 
tro polls — Sources of Its Previsions. 

London In n city und a county, lint It 
Is so Immense mid so diverse Hint 11 
might almost ln» said to is- n country 
One of the most striking tilings about 
London ts Its utter Inability to tissl 
Itself In the matter of food Its very 
Immensity ts the cause of Its utter do 
pondenco. If supplies were cut off 
from without It would stnrvu to death 
In a few weeks. 

It Is the richest city In the world 
It hns palatial shops, thousands or 
stores and countless warehouses, but 
It produces practically nothing In the 
shaiH? of foodstuff It Is like a great [ 
baby that has to bo fed by Its mother, 
tbo world, and the produce of the world 
fills the mouths of Its 7,500.000 Inhab- 
itants. 

By the rail, the river and tbe road 
all that Londoners eat and drink Is 
brought to them, nnd three-quarters of 
it all Is conveyed In ships from abroad. 

Until the beginning of the nineteenth 
century Isnidon had no docks. Today 
they cover an nren of twenty-two miles, 
and wheat from tbo United States, 
Russia. Canada nnd tbe Argentine Is 
disgorged Into their granaries from the 
holds of ships like so much sand 
Many Londoners tmvo never seen the 
docks, but two louves out of every 
three thut they eat are made front the 
grain that comes to them through those 
docks 

Most of tbe grain ships berth In the 
Victoria docks, but since they are so 
necessary to tbe city's welfare they 
have the right to moor at any quay In 
the port of London, n privilege no otb 
or vessels [xissesa. 

The London batchers never cease to 
sound the praise of English beef und 
mutton, but they sell little that la real- 
ly English All tbe cattle that are 
shipped to London ullve pass ashore 
at Deptford Into tbe market which 
stands on tbe site of tlie dockyard 
where Peter the Great learned ship- 
building. Every animal Is Inspected 
by a government dftlclnl, nnd those that 
are In any way diseased are killed nnd 
cremated straightway. 

Cattle come by train from nil parts 
of tbe kingdom to tbo Metropolitan 
cattle market at Islington, traveling 
through tbe night, and on Mondays 
and Thursdays the market opens at 
dawn and continues till 8 o’clock In 
the afternoon. Tbe cattle that are 
sold are driven to tbo slaughter houses 
and killed, and tbo meat is on sale at 
Smltbfleld early next morning. 

At 2 o'clock In tho morning this 
market 19 ablaze with light, and the 
streets In tho vicinity are blocked with 
railway vans. At 4 o’clock tho sales- 
men are In their places, and Boon aft- 
erward tbe buyers from tbe big shops 
arrive, and tbe sawdust strewn ave- 
nues of red and yellow carcasses are 
thronged. 

Smlthfleld's dally supply of beef and 
mutton Is about 1,000 tons, but only a 
fifth of this meat is British, and much 
of tbe mutton comes from Now Zea- 
land via tbe Victoria docks. 

Tbe county of Kent ts noted for Its 
fruits and vegetables, but London 
wonld be unable to satisfy its craving 
for green Btuff without tbp aid of oth- 
er countries. Tbe miscellaneous vege- 
tables annually brought Into England 
from abroad are worth close to $5,000,- 
000 . 

There are several markets In the 
metropolis for such wares — Splta I fields, 
tbe Great Northern potato market and 
tbo Farrlngdon fruit and vegetable 
market— but the bulk of tbe apples, 
oranges, lemons, onions, potatoes and 
other roots that are brought from 
France, Italy, Spain and Algiers find 
their way from tbe docks of Govent 
Garden in common with tbe borne 
grown fruit aud vegetables which 
ranch London from all points of the 
compass In boxes and baskets piled 
high on lumbering vans. 

Most of the market gardeners sell 
their own wuras at “tire Garden," 
while the foreign stuff ts sold at auc- 
don. Fur 300 years this place has 
been tbe premier market of Loudon for 
vegetables, fruits and Sowers, and 
there are firms who have traded be- 
neath its gluss root tor generations. 

Borne of the fish that feeds Loudon 
is landed on a Hunting pontoon at the 
river front of Billingsgate market, und 
at a very early hour In the morning 
one may. If be chooses, gaze upon fish 
lag smacks from the North sea, little 
open barges loaded with fish that have 
been lightered from larger vessels In 
the docks and clumsy looking Dutch 
gullets loaded with eels which ure en 
titled under a charter granted by 
Queen Ellzubeth to sail up the Thames 
and moor below Ixindon bridge. 

The railway companies convey 79,- 
000 tons of fish from different purts of 
the coast In the course of a year, while 
the boats convey 57,000 tuns Tbe 
tolling of a big bell announces the 
opening of the market at 5 o'clock, and 
1 (hereafter the fishmongers are busy 
buying, und the fish j*ortera tn their 
long smocks und fiat iop|tud hats scur- 
ry from the stalls to the carts bearing 
H*h boxen <>n their head* 

The provision business Is a network 
of commerce In Itself, but there la u 
Mg dully distribution throughout Loo 
t don. because without It Ixmdou would 
have to live on dry bread, meal aud 
* vegetables.— New York I’reas.
